th at we are not alone in h aving suspicions 
in regard to th e system. Th e Republican 
says: 
“ S. F. Nice, secretary of th e board 
of public works, and Mr. J. W. Davis, 
ch airman of th e sch ool committee in th is 
city, visited Sparta and Tumuli yesterday 
for th e purpose of making a th orough in­ 
vestigation of th e Ruttan h eating, venti­ 
lating and dry air closet system in use in 
th e public sch ools in th ose cities. 
Tne 
result of th eir labors was, brieil), th at 
th e Iluttan system of h eating and venti 
luting is a success and superior to many 
oth ers, but th eir dry air closet system is a 
complete failure in every particular, and 
will probably soon be th rown out of th e 
Sparta State public sch ool. 
Experience 
sh ows th at th ese closets require cleaning 
at least twice a month and th e deposits 
h auled on to th e state farm, and th at par­ 
ties cleaning th em are obliged to use old 
cloth ing, as it is necessary to burn every 
th ing worn ns soon as th e work is com­ 
pleted. 
It is also found necessary to 
keep a h ot fire in th e furnace day and 
nigh t during summer and winter to avoid 
putrid air in th e sch ool rooms. It will be 
seen th at, wh ile th e expense of operating 
th is system is very great, th e object to 
secure better sanitary condition is a fail 
ure.” 
Robert L. Roberts, superintendent 
of th e Wisconsin State sch ool for Depen­ 
dent ch ildren, writes as follows regarding 
th e dry air Ruttan system: 
“ With refer­ 
ence to th e working of th e dry air closet 
system iu th e State public sch ool build­ 
ings. 
I take pleasure to state to you th e 
facts: 
During th e cold month s of th e 
year th e system worked well h ere, in th e 
summer it does not give satisfaction. Th e 
deposits ure not evaporated, and th is ne­ 
cessitates th e cleaning out of th e vaults 
often. 
Th e odor from th e closets will 
fill our building in a few h ours, unless 
fire is kept all day in th e ch imney.”

Alexander wishes to acco mpany Queen V ic- 
to ria to Berlin as a suito r fo r the hand o f the 
princess.

The German po licy has its ro o t in the endeav­

and in the Bulgarian questio n Germany 
must, in acco rdance with the declaratio n 
made by Prince Bismarck in the reichstag, 
remain a who lly uninterested party. As 
lo ng as Bulgaria is in questio n this co urse o f 
actio n affo rds the o nly means o f retaining 
the full co nfidence o f the o ppo sing go vern­ 
ments.

That sectio n 2 of the act making appro priatio ns 
fo r the sundry civil expenses o f the go vernment 
fo r the year ending J une 30,18 82, and fo r o ther 
purpo ses, and which is as fo llo ws: 
‘That the 
secretary o f the treasury may at any time apply 
the surplus in the treasury, no t o therwise appro ­ 
priated, o r so much thereo f as he may co nsider 
pro per, to the purchase o r redemptio n o f United 
States bo nds; pro vided, that the bo nds so pur 
clisse I o r redeemed shall co nstitute no part o f 
the Kinking fund, but shall »«e cancelled,” was in­ 
tended to be a permanent previsio n of law, and 
the same Is hereby declared to have lw» en since its 
enactment, an<l to lie no w, in full fo rce and effect. 
Sec. 2. That whenever the circulatio n, o r any 
po rtio n thereo f, o f any natio nal bank, no t in 
liquidatio n, shall lie surrendered by the dei*,sit <M 
United States no tes in the treasury o r o therwise, 
and the same, o r an equivalent amo unt, is no t 
taken by o ther natio nal banks within thirty days 
thereafter, the secretary o f the treasury is hereby 
autho rized and directed to purchase, at the mar­ 
ket price thereo f, an equivalent amo unt in silver 
bullio n in excess o f the minimum o f $2,000,000 
wo rth 'per mo nth fo r co inage purpo ses, which 
shall l>e co ined and used as pro vided in tlie act 
passed Feb 28, 1878, entitled: “ An act to autho rize 
the co inage o f the standard silver do llar and re­ 
sto re its legal tender character: 1 pro vided; that

C hic ago 
, April fi.—All that can be said o f 
the railway difficulties here is that they are j 
no lo nger in existence.

and no o ne interferes, except that two o r 
three men are under arrest fo r pulling 
co upling-pins and o ne fo r sho o ting at a “ Q” 
engineer. 
The investigatio n into the co mpetency o f 
the engineers o n the “ Q” at Auro ra was co m­ 
pleted Thursday by the state rail way co mmis­ 
sio n. 
It seems that several o f the engineers 
emplo yed at the iieginning o f the strike were 
inco mpetent, and o thers no t as w ell po sted as 
they sho uld have been. The Burlingto n wit­ 
nesses efaimed that the lo gic o f feets pro ved 
the general co mpetency o f the men, but prac­ 
tically admitted that at first anybo dy who 
co uld handle an engine at all had been put o n. 
But they also claimed that these men were 
watched and co ached in their duties. 

Hern, o f the general superin­ 
tendent’s o ffice, testified there had been ten 
accidents between Feb. 27 and March 27 , and 
in o nly two w*ere peo ple hurt.

C h a r le s C ity , Ia., April 6.—The regular 
night passenger train going west on the Mil­ 
waukee & St. Paul railway left New Hamp­ 
ton at 3:45 a. m. Thursday, about one hour 
behind time. Reaching the Wapsie river, four 
miles west of New Hampton, and within 
twenty rods of the main channel of the river, 
the engine and tender, two passenger coaches 
and smoker were precipitated over the em­ 
bankment into ten feet of water which had 
accumulated there during the night from a 
terrific rain and the most rapid rise of water 
over known in the history of that river. 
Attached to the train was one sleeper, 
which remained on the track. 
The two 
coaches were crowded with passengers. 
The accident is believed by some to have 
been caused by tho ice piling upon the track 
and throwing the engine off, which carried 
with it the rest of the train, while others 
claim it was by the spreading of the rails. 
The engine jumped first, and the baggage-car 
and tender pfunged over the engine into the 
water. The smoker struck on top of the en­ 
gine and was badly smashed. The engine is en­ 
tirely under water, and the baggage-car is 
nearly so. 
There were about thirty people in the 
smoker at the time; four were killed so far 
as known, besides the engineer, who was 
crushed between the cab and the smoker. 
The fireman escaped unhurt. 
There were 
about twenty-five to thirty wounded, though 
the injuries of none will prove fatal. 
Ihe 
belief is that there are three or more bodies 
yet under the wreck. 
The baggageman and 
route agent escaped, through the window' 
without much injury.

MUSIC HATH Cl I AH MS. 


I wonder if any of those down east 
bear hunting chap s that writ© letters 
from the back woods of Maine and Penn­ 
sylvania ever tumbled to the fact that 
bruin is one of the most musical varmints 
in all creation. 
I rememlier hearing 
Parson Pete, who used to lie a down east 
sk y p ilot years ago, 1**11 about a liear iio 
once saw in tin* streets of New York a 
dancing to the music of a hurdy gurdy, 
and another one, a small black bear, ho 
said, he saw in a theatre heating a gong. 
Old Pete’s p retty white, and so I reck on 
he must have seen all this; hut Pin a 
talk ing of real varmint, not I » ears that 
have been born and brought up in a 
circus. 
I don’t k now whether I mentioned it 
in any of my other letters, hut Sage­ 
brush Bill is o ne o f the slick est musicians 
in Montana, 
lie can get more music 
out of a little o ne horse mouth organ 
that he bought 
a year ago up in Bo ze­ 
man than most p eop le could out of a 
grand p iano. 
Every evening after sup ­ 
p er Sagebrush used to amuse himself by 
p laying on this mouth organ, sometimes 
k eep ing it up till near midnight. 
We 
used to get k inder weary of it at times, 
but now and then we allowed him tc 
k eep it up as long os he wanted, only 
requiring him to tak e his camp stool 
some distance away from the tent and 
p lay more gently after we turned in. 
* 
By and bv we came to notice that 
whenever .Sagebrush 
k ep t his music 
going p retty late the mules that were 
p ick eted close by always lietrayed signs 
of uneasiness shortly after ho had quit 
p laying and gone to bed. 
Sometimes 
they went so far as to snort and try to 
break loose, and once or twice, when we 
turned out to see what was up , we 
caught sight of some object moving 
about in the shadow of the p ines that 
fringed the little mountain p ark iu which 
we had p itched our camp .

the 
appearance of this bear with Sagebrush’s 
music, any more than think ing p erhap s 
it might

noise. 
But one evening the Englishman, 
who hailed from India, was telling about 
the way the Hindoos cause the sarp ints to 
co me a-'vinding and hissing out of their 
holes, swaying their heads for joy at hear 
ing the music of a flute. 
In talk ing this 
over, it then dawned up on us that ¿sage­ 
brush's music might 
hav e had something 
to do with attracting the bear to the 
edge of the p ark . 
We p ok ed a g o o d deal of fun at Sage 
brush about his 
po wer of fascinating 
bears with the mouth organ, and none of 
us, at the time, reg arded the matter as 
anything more than 
a good jok e. 
It 
hap p ened, however, a day or two later, 
that we struck a first rate op p ortunity to 
put it to the test, and so found out that 
music hath charms even to a hear; 
charms that, if p rop erly used, may easily 
lure him to destruction. 
One night the mules brok e loose and 
cleared out. 
In the morning Sagebrush 
and I followed their trail down through 
the timber and on out into the p rairie. 
While crossing a sort of a level inlet of 
p rairie Ix tween two sp urs we saw a fam­ 
ily of five cinnamon bears p laying to­ 
gether right out on the op en. 
There was 
no cover but a few k nee high clump s of 
grease wood and one sinuous little dry 
watercourse, a mere washout, barely 
sufficient to hide a p erson crawling on all 
fours. 
We were half a mile or more from the 
hears when we first saw them. 
They 
were having a quiet game of tag, now 
you’ve got me and now you ain't, all to 
themselves, and had no idea of anybody 
being within 100 miles. 
Drop p ing down 
into the washout, we hold a brief con­ 
sultation as to what we had better do. 
Plainly there was only the one tiling, 
which was to crawl along the watercourse 
until it should bring us near enough to 
us© our Winchesters with good effect. 
“ Look s lik e a p ity to sp oil their p lay, 
though, don't it?” suggested Sagebrush. 
“So it does,” I agreed; .“ but it would 
he a still greater p ity to let them get 
away,” and so we started on up the 
washout. 
The bears were so absorbed in 
their p lay that we had no difficulty in 
creep ing up unp erceived to within 200 
yards.

a heap the p rettiest thing 1 had seen for 
some time in broad daylight. 
We sat 
there and enjoyed the circus a while, 
when an idea struck me all of a sudden. 
“ Have you got your mouth organ in 
your p ock et, Sagebrush?” I said, remem­ 
bering the talk an evening or two before, 
and also that he usually carried the iu- 
Mniment in his p oek ot. 
“1 hat/H so, Hank ,” says he, “ by thun­ 
der!” and. p roducing the mouth organ, 
he commenced to p lay ‘‘Buff aloes a-Com- 
mg iu the Sp ring” for all she was worth. 
You just ought to have seen those 
l*eur.s! 
When the first strains of the 
mouth organ reached them it was the 
eomiealest sight you could 
imagine. 
Their mouths flew op en as widens steel 
trap s, and their little ears commenced a 
twitching lik e a mule’s ears in fly time. 
They didn’t seem the least hit scared or 
susp icious, but simp ly p uzzled to account 
for the music. 
Thc?y all stood bolt up ­ 
right, and look ed this way and that, and 
began to sniff the air; but, 
seeing noth­ 
ing, they abandoned themselves to their 
sense of melody without reserve. 
They 
began twirling around, swaying their 
heads and waving their p aws with a 
rhythmical motion, much as the English­ 
man from India said the government 
elep hants sway their trunk s whenever 
they hear the hand. 
While going through these motions 
they were slowly work ing their way 
along in our direction, as though irresis­ 
tibly drawn toward us by the music, 
which, of course, they were, as by tin’s 
time was very evident.

It seemed a p ity, 
as Sagebrush bad suggested, but we had 
to let drive at them as thov came on, 
We 1 mgged two of the old timers and a 
cub; the other two got aw ay. 
The result of this curious exp erience 
w as that w hen we came to talk it over in 
camp that evening we decided to try and 
round up the bear that was in the habit 
of p ip ing us off at night and scaring the 
mules. 
Having formed our p lans, we 
fixed Sagebrush 
up in the sk in of a 
shaggy brown bear on the following 
night, and, waiting till along 
to ward It 
o’clock , hoisted him up into a tree near 
where we laid before seen the 
mo v ing 
object which we g uessed was a bear. 
Abo ut twenty paces from Sagebrush’s tree 
was a little clump o f pitch pines, where 
the trees sto o d so thick that, with the 
additio n qf a fey sto ut po les, tpade a 


shelter 
info which

way .

The wanii% moon was near the last 
quarter, and iiad only just risen over the 
mountains, .but in the transp arent atmos­ 
p here of the Big Horn mountains the 
light was almost equal to that of a full 
moon in the states. 
Winchesters look ed 
to and everything all ready, the signal 
was given, and » Sagebrush commenced to 
p lay. 
We had tak en our camp stools in 
with us, and so sat there as 4 comfortable 
as if we had been in the tent a-listen ing 
to the music. 
As a matter of fact, we 
were but carrying out the usual evening 
p rogramme, excep t 
regards p osition 
and less talk . 
To draw a simile that down casters 
will understand, may be you might im­ 
agine Sagebrush to be that young fellow 
Hofmann, who has been p laying a p iano 
:it the Metrop olitan Op era house, New 
York , and us four in ambush the audi­ 
ence. 
Young Hofmann, according to 
the p ap ers, is a good deal of a cork er, 
but in his p articular line you can bet 
your bottom dollar that Sagebrush can 
p lay all around anybody that ever wore 
lair.

They allowed after­

generally cave around. 
Funny as the old bear's antics seemed, 
we were, of course, ready with our Win­ 
chesters to k eep him from climbing the 
tree; but it is easy enough to imagine 
that Sagebrush was a trifle curious in his 
own mind as to how we were, just at 
that moment, viewing the situation.

skin, and o n the way to the tent he 
o wned up with a laug h that when he 
saw the bear start to climb the tree he 
came near y elling o ut to kno w whether 
we were asleep , o r what. 
It was a curious bit o f adventure, this 
serenadingdhe big brown bear by moon­ 
light, but it settled the question, once for 
ail with us, as to hears being charmed 
•with music. 
As the Britisher from In­ 
dia said, if snak es and elep hants and all 
manner of 
foreign varmint can 
Lie 
char med with -music, w hv not Rock v 
mountain bears, too? And now I Lave 
given them the tip , maybe some of your 
down east scientific galoots may come to 
understand why circus p eop le always 
train bears to dance to music instead of 
lions or p ainters. 
The way I figure it 
out is that it comes so natural for a bear 
to tak e to music and dancing that he 
virtually requires no training at all.—
